Ninety- 
one out of 160 hens were certified as 
being high producers and free from 
all 
standard 
disqualifications. 
Mr. 
Funk stated that it is quite unusual 
to get such a big average 
of 
good 
birds from a small flock. 
Mr. Wel­ 
ter is following the principles of egg 
production as recommended by 
the 
County Agent, such as: 
Feeding 
a 
balanced ration, good housing 
and 
culling 
systematically. 
Mr. Welter 
not only knows how to get eggs but 
raised 247 chickens from 20 
chicks 
hatched.

In order to get the highest produc­ 
tion from his cows, Leo Menz of New 
Hamburg is installing a water sup­ 
ply system to furnish drinking wa­ 
ter for his Dairy Cows at all times. 
Mr. Menz’s cows have 
been 
high 
rankers in the 
Cape 
County 
Cow 
Testing Association. 
Experiments conducted at the Fed­ 
eral dairy farm at Beltsville, Md., on 
the drinking habits of dairy cows in­ 
dicate that 
a greater 
quantity 
of 
water will be utilized when available 
at all times than when offered but 
once a day. 
Cow’s watered but once 
a day not only drank 
lesa 
but also 
produced less milk than when water­ 
ed at will from watering cups. Cows 
watered twice a day, drank as much 
as when watered at will, but did not 
produce so much milk. 
The cow’s used in the 
tests 
w’ere 
average producers, and the maximum 
difference found 
in 
production 
be­ 
tween watering once a day and 
at 
will, was only about 5 per cent. The 


higher the production, however, the 
greater the benefit to be derived from 
frequent watering. 
Some low-producing cows fed sil- 
agefi hay and grain refused to drink 
more than once a day in cold weath­ 
er. 
With cows of similar 
produc­ 
tion and receiving the same kind of 
feed, water consumption w'as 80 per 
cent greater in hot summer than in 
cold winter 
weather. 
The 
demand 
for water was greatest after eating 
hay. 
In cold w’eather cows 
prefer 
water that has been warmed, and will 
drink more of it, though experiments 
at several stations 
show 
that 
the 
amount of production 
is 
influenced 
but little by warming 
the 
drinking 
water. 
Less water is required when large 
quantities of such feeds as beets or 
mangels are fed. 


Farmers who have several acres of 
either soybeans or 
cowpeas 
should 
provide themselves with 
stakes 
so 
that in case of wet weather they can 
save their hay crops. 
Simply take a 
pole eight feet long and set it 
into 
the ground one foot deep. 
Then nail 
cross arms on the pole at right ang­ 
les to each other ten inches from the 
ground. Cut your hay and as soon as 
it is wilted it may be cocked in pyra­ 
mids around the stakes. 
The 
vines 
will soon settle and cure out 
thor­ 
oughly. »The outside leaves and stems 
make a good protection for the inner 
hay. 
This hay may be allowed 
to 
stay on the stakes any length of time 
and can he thrashed out of the field 
any time during the 
winter.

GROWERS OF S. E. MISSOURI 


Columbia, 
September 
17.—One- 
third of the value of Southeast Mis­ 
souri’s cotton crop may be 
lost 
or 
saved within the 
next 
few 
weeks 
largely at the will 
of the 
growers 
themselves, 
Ide 
P. Trotter, cotton 
specialist at the Missouri College of 
Agriculture, declared in a statement 
here today. 
“This third of the crop’s value in­ 
cludes all of the profit as 
well 
as 
part of the actual cost of production”, 
Trotter said. “The man who produc­ 
es low grade cotton this fall, is sure 
to lose money. 
Yet, to 
avoid 
this 
loss by securing reasonably clean cot­ 
ton is largely a question of foretho’t 
and good management 
in 
picking, 
handling and ginning”. 
Cotton, which remains open in the 
field as is carelessly harvested, 
the 
specialist said, is reduced in grade 
from about middling to good ordinary 
cotton, and loses about one-third of 
its market value. 
Trotter set forth several practices 
which he said would help the farm­ 
ers save 
their cotton values. 
They 
follow: 
Pick cotton carefully 
during 
all 
good weather after four or five bolls 
per plant are open. 
Use clean sacks, 
wagons or other 
containers. 
Do not gin when cotton is damp, 
as it will ruin the staple and sample. 
Sell in the lint 
on 
the 
basis of 
grade and staple. 
Selling cotton in the seed 
cannot 
give full value for good cotton care­ 
fully handled.

The structure of this amazing uni­ 
verse is in a sense simple.

atoms 
that have differing electronic combi­ 
nations.

particles of equal but opposite elec­ 
tric charges. 
The oxygen atom has 
sixteen electrons and sixteen protons. 
The electron is so small that 60,000,- 
000.000 would be required to form the 
diameter of a printed full stop. 
The 
vast heat of the interior of the stars 
transform s mass into energy, that is 
to say, into radiation. 
The emission 
and absorption of energy can 
only 
take place by w'hole units, which are 
called quanta. 
The universe would 
instantly dissolve if this were not the 
case. 
The 
quantum 
law 
prohibts 
emission radiation except 
in 
cases, 
such as the sun and stars, when there 
are vast stores of energy. 
But 
the 
new physics and the new mathematics 
have 
not 
yet 
shown 
the internal 
working of the atom. 
Yet this 
we 
can say, that the unspeakable vast­ 
ness of the universe is easier to com­ 
prehend than what Dr. Abbot 
calls 
“ the infinitesimalsesn of the atomic 
structure”. 
Yet there seem no lim­ 
its to the discoveries that are open­ 
ing for man ir. the essential nature of 
things and in his knowledge 
of the 
universe. 
There seem« a tendency to 
a simplicity that peers forth 
after 
and as the result of amazing intellec­ 
tual efforts. 
The thought that lies 
behind the infinitely great and 
the 
infinitely little is beginning to appear 
as something as simple as it is m ajes­ 
tic 
and 
all-prevasive. 
The 
whole 
tendency of modern 
discoveries 
in 
physics and astrophysics is to empha­ 
size a Creative and Protective Mind. 
Are thinking minds limited to this 
little earth, a speck in 
hte 
Milky 
May, in the oyster-shell that 
holds 
the sun and other stars? 
Dr. Abbott 
says on this point that we may 
be­ 
lieve that “ there is great probability 
that there are indeed many 
worlds 
like ours, and that there is no reason 
either to affirm or to doubt that they 
contain as intelligent beings as uor- 
selves” . This view was long ago con­ 
troverted by a great thinker, but if 
it is true, if we may reasonably not 
be surprised by 
the 
existence 
of 
thinking beings in other parts of the 
universe, then we may also conceive 
that they have reached higher sta g ­ 
es of intellectual 
and 
observational 
advance than we have. 
It 
would in­ 
deed not be absurd to say that some 
day workers observing the universe 
from regions far apart may observe, 
or rather may become conscious 
of, 
the existence of 
each 
other. Great 
surprises may come in the thousand 
years of astronomical research which 
Dr. Abbot thinks may 
be 
required 
“ to fill out the noble outlines of the 
structure, and reveal in its full beau­ 
ty the grand system of the celestial 
hosts”. At the rate at which men and 
women are now working an even less 
estimate may seem appropriate.--The 
Contemporary Review'.

ter is following the principles of egg 
production as recommended by 
the 
County Agent, such As: 
Feeding 
a 
balanced ration, good housing 
and 
culling 
system atically. 
Mr. W elter 
not only knows how to get eggs but 
raised 247 chickens from 20 
chicks 
hatched. 


J higher the production, however, the 
greater the benefit to be derived from 
frequent w atering.

Columbia,

third of the value of Southeast Mis­ 
souri’s cotton crop may he 
loet 
or 
saved within the 
next 
few 
weeks 
largely at the will 
of the 
growers 
themselves, 
Ide 
P. Trotter, cotton 
specialist at the Missouri College of 
Agriculture, declared in a statem ent 
here today. 
“This third of the crop’s value in­ 
cludes all of the profit as 
well 
as 
part of the actual cost of production”, 
T rotter said. “The man who produc­ 
es low grade cotton this fall, is sure* 
to lose money. 
Yet, to 
avoid 
this 
loss by securing reasonably clean cot­ 
ton is largely a question of foretho’t 
and good management 
in 
picking, 
handling and ginning”. 
Cotton, which remains open in the 
fkdd as is carelessly harvested, 
the 
s{>ecialist said, is reduced in grade 
from about middling to good ordinary 
cotton, and loses about one-third of 
its market value. 
Trotter set forth several practices 
which he said would help the farm ­ 
ers save 
their cotton values. 
They 
follow: 
Pick cotton carefully 
during 
all 
good weather after four or five bolls 
per plant are open. 
Use clean sacks, 
wagons or other 
containers. 
Do not gin when cotton is damp, 
as it will ruin the staple and sample. 
Sell in the lint 
on 
the 
basis of 
grade and staple. 
Selling cotton in the se«*d 
cannot 
give full value for good cotton care­ 
fully handled.

Wise mixing and careful baking are 
Im portant points In successful cake 
making. 
If the cak® is 
to bake an hour, w atch 
the oven the first q u a r­ 
te r or twenty-five mln 
utes to see th a t it begins 
to r is e ; the second q u ar­ 
te r it should finish rising 
end begin to b ro w n ; the 
third q u arter It should 
finish brow ning and begin 
___________ to shrink from the sides of 
the p a n ; the last q u arter 
finishes the baking. 
If th e cake be­ 
gins to brown in the first quarter, it 
will not rise sufficiently, so careful 
following of th is rule will insure a 
good cake, provided it has been well 
prepared. 
A cake filled w ith large holes has 
too much of the rising agency—bek 
ing powder or soda and cream of ta r­ 
tar-—o r It has not been well blended. 
Careful mixing to thoroughly blend 
all the Ingredients Is vital in good 
cake-making. 
If a cake cracks open 
in the middle, bum ping Itself up into 
an unsightly shaped loaf, It m&y be 
caused from too hot an oven or too 
much flour. 
The first five m inutes tu 
the oven u cake may be turned and 
shifted w ithout Injury, but after that 
leave It until It has fully risen before 
moving It. 
W edding 
Cak®.—T ake 
one cupful 
each of w hite sugar, brown sugar, 
molasses, coffee and butter. 
Six eggs, 
one teaspoonful of soda, two pounds 
of raisins, one pound of currants, one 
half pound each of finely sliced citron 
and chopped dates, the sam e of figs, 
one pound of w alnut m eats chopped, 
tide half ounce each of orange and 
lemon extreet, one teaspoonful of cin 
nuiuon, one-half teaspoonful each of 
cloves, 
nutm eg 
and 
allspice. 
Two 
cupfuls of chopped apples and salt 
to taste. 
Add four cupfuls of flour 
and steam th ree hours, then bake one.
